And wo venture to point 
out, without, any dobiro to give ollonco, 
that the oppoBors of this ouierpriao may 
be ranged iu two cluases— Thoeo who 
fear that, liiie Othello, ihJt occupation 
will bo gone ; and thoso who, through 
miBroprescntatiou or inifiappreliuinion, 
have boon induced lo oppo o. liuapcct 
ing tho former cIqsp, it may b : roujurk- 
od that they uro lesa moved by a con- 
cern for the public interest than for the 
saietT of some quiet little mouopoly of 
tM' own, to protecl them iu which 
may not necessarily bo to promote tho 
pnblio intorests, but possibly the very 
reverso.

si nee apjiropriatcd telej^rams from tho Coi.o- 
Msf without giving due credit. 

Iu yasUrday's iasuo of his paper he makes 
a wanton attack upou the local supeiieloudant 
of tho campany, eompluins that he ia not aup-

Nbw and Old STBAMSHir Lin«s. — Rumors 
of an intention on the part ef tbe Pacific Mail 
fSieamabip Company to withdraw Its stcamera 
frein the Isthmus rontef>'between New York 
and San'Fro'nolsoo,"lidve"iioen lo frequently 
put forth and so often authoritatively denied 
lhat a frosh ataioment tu lhat effect will 
nntnrally bo roceivud with caution — but there 
is reaaon to believe ihot tba wilhdrawal is 
really in conteicjlation. There is reaion to 
believe lhat this aotion of tha Pacllio Uail 
Conijiany will be baaed on a compact with 
tbe Central Pacific Railroad Company, in vir. 
tuo of which tho latter, being freed from com- 
petition between California and the Atlantio 
cuaat, will render uasisiance In procuring the 
desired increase in tha Obina 'mail subsidy, 
and agree to fbrege its threatened opposition 
line .of.ooean .ateamers< to compete with the 
former for the freight and travel between San 
Francisco aud the ports ol Asia. We learn 
that a number of persona are now ready to 
put on a line of firstsclass iron propellers of 
2000 tone harden to mada monthly or aemix 
raouthly trips betwoon Xew York and San 
Fraucisco, via the Islhniua^ nnder aome for- 
ciga Hag, provided teoy can secure the same 
privileges in regard to bonded Iranaportatiou, 
as are enjoyed by the Steamers bow running. 
On the assumption that the Iralllc between Sua 
t'rancisco and New York is a coasting trade, 
Secretary Boutwell holda that the Treasury 
regulations for tbe transportation of goods ia 
bond across tho Isthmus aro oppllcable only 
to veisels of American register ; and unless 
this objection oan be obviated^ tbe propoaed 
means of remedying the serious loss and in« 
conveDlenee to be caused by the withdrawal 
of tbe Mall Company's steamers cannot be 
euppliod. .•V^iainet ibis aaemingly forced con- 
struction of tho law, however, a decision of 
Cbiet yustico Chase, made when he waa 
Secretary ot tbe Treasury, is atill on file in the 
records of the Departmont — and if noccaaary, 
the projectors of tbe new enterprise, aikihg 
no other aid ol the Government, oan, and 
probably will, apply lo Congress for a Legia- 
lativo declaration or ennctoiont in their favor.
